Experience during and following two World Wars has proven that tneiffecent- 
ralization of the collection, evaluation, and dissemination of foreign intelligence 
inf ormati on among many departments and agencies of the Government is unsatisfactory. 
This experience has shown the need for a centralized intelligence service, so that 
ail the intelligence sources and facilities of the Government may be utilized in the 
production of foreign intelligence to the greatest extent, and their fullest potent- 
ialities realized most economically in accomplishing the national intelligence mission.
